)ho story of the beginnings of brilliant 
careers, and especially of the careers 
nf men and women who have con- 
quered the world of readers, and hare

I : liicrshlps had Its origin is a casual 
.',,;.'i)t'f conversation at a Bohemian 
club. Walter Besant and James Rice, 
both young men of literary ambitions, 
were discussing one of Dickens' novels, 
when Rice said, casually: "If I give 
you the plot of a story, Besant, will 
you write it?" "t don't mind trying," 
Besant answered; and within a few 
weeks the first of a brilliant series 
of novols was under way. 


Rider Haggard was reading for tho 


bar in the early eighties with an eye 
on the woolsack, and no dream of the 
career in fiction that awaited him, 
when it occurred to him, as a recrea- 
tion from the dry bones of the law, to 
weave a story out of his South African 
experiences. To his surprise and de- 
light the story flowed fluently undei 
his pen, and finally assumed ample 
shape as "The Witch's Head." That 
It was not a success mattered little; 
for It had shown him his true metier, 
and paved the way for "King Solo- 
mon's Mines," and all the gold they 
yielded. 


It was only when briefs resolutely 


declined to drift to his chambers that 
Aithony Hope Hawkins, a young bar- 
rister, in all the modified glory of an 
untarnished wig, turned his thoughts 
to the pen to while away the hours of 
waiting for solicitors who never came. 
It was thus that he wrote "A Man of 
Mark," which was rather suggestive of 
future distinction than productive of 
present profit. But fame came quicker 
than briefs after all, and his "Prisoner 
of Zenda," four years later, gave him 
all the start he desired. 


Grant Allen had wooed science to lit- 


tle pecuniary purpose for many yeara 
before he was tempted to- stray Into fic- 
tion, for which he never had much 
respect. Perhaps no one was as sur- 
prised as himself to find that he could 
write a story quite as cleverly as a sci- 
entific treatise, and while "Physio- 
logical Aesthetics" brought him repute 
as a man of science, "Phlllstla" point- 
ed the way to gold, which In these days 
of stress is so much better. The science 
which he designed for a staff became a 
recreation, but his heart was in it rath- 
er than in his novels. 


M. Zola was tying up parcels In 


Hachette's publishing house when he 
was tempted to read one of Flaubert's 
novels. Much as the young packer was 
Impressed with Its cleverness, he 
thought he could write a novel quite as 
good, and he Immediately set to work 
with the results known equally to the 
world and his bankers. 


It was the memory of his long tramps 


through the Australian bush that turn- 
ed Guy Boothby's thought to fiction, 
lie had new material full of Interest to 
the readiug world. Why not present It 
iu the marketable form of a novel? 
Tho suggestion took shape In "On the 
Wallaby," and the world knows what 
that led to. 


With Morley Roberts It was the 


same. He had for many years led & 
life of adventure, which was stranger 
than fiction, In everyjjjart of the world, 
nod In all characters from cowboy to 
common seaman. It was easy from 
such rich material to weave the "West- 
ern Averuus," the first of his long se- 
ries of thrilling romances.

The relation that labor has sus- 


tained to the world has placed it where 
the effort of life has been to procure 
food and shelter. 
Conditions im- 


posed upon it have been such that it 
has been nuable to do more than 
provide the necessities of life and it 
has not been able at all times to pro- 
vide neoeBBitiea. The chief cause for 
failure to provide for its wants as they 
ml«ht and should be provided for. 
reiti in a failure to protect itself. 
Labor baa boon divided when it should 
have been united in a oomtuon cause 
for its protection. 
It has permitted 


itself to be direcfed by capital to its 
enslavement and rain for not less than 
three hundred yours. Ita blindness to 
its surroundings and 
opportunities 


baa been so complete that the enquir- 
ing mind ie lead to a conclusion tbat 
its blindness was a part and, it may be 
said, is a part of the order of thing?. 


It la strange that active and Intelli- 


gent men will not take 
(sufficient 


interest in the affairs of life to protect 
themselves agaluut the Inclemency of 
capital which would aid them to secure 
tiio means tbat would give protection 
against the inclemency of the weather 
and b-id times. It may not be proper 
to say that labor would do well to 
take lessons from capital to aid it in 
iti present future efforts to secure pro- 
tection to Us future rights that nature 
bus clothed it with. 


The continued work of capital is to 


secure the beet conditions for its pro- 
tection at all times, which is com- 
mendable when investments are mudo 
in a ligitimate way for a ligitimate 
purpose. The same care, it may be 
observed, ia need, and wo are of the 
opinion more c-tution is provided when 
oupital ia used for illegitimate and 
oppressive purposes than is employed 
by capital when used for the beat of 
purposes. 
The cause of extra caution 


whan capital is used to oppress will be 
found in the work of a thief who 
enters a house in the night time to 
steal. 
The commandment, 
"Thou 


stuilt not steal," has the earns force 
upon capital used to oppress that it 
baa upon the thief who steals the 
propelty of another in n direct way. 
The commandment, "Tbou ehalt not 
steal," opuus for review a field the size 
ot the earth, which directs the mind to 
the caution used by capital when )'s 
purposes are illegitimate gam through 
oppression. When labor has made a 
conclusion to enforce, "Thou shalt 
not steal," against capital it will be in 
the patuwtiy to its legitimate rights. 
It is and ever has beau the purpose of 
capital used for illegitimate gain to 
procure control of government, wiiioh 
in our country baa consumed thirty 
years of continued effort 


The objeo' of thirty yenrs persistent 


work has been or will be accomplished 
through the present Congress, when 
the gold standard la given by law to the 
country. 
When labor concludes to 


enter politics in au organized form to 
get its ri«fit3, It will receive them, and 
it will not bccuro them till it has 
le.uiied to control government in its 
beliulf. Wbeu it has secured its rights 
it sliould usk DO more, for the reason 
that it oanuot afford to practioe the 
villainies it condemns. Justice is its 
plea to heaven and on earth, and when 
it receives justice it will rule, and it 
will not receive its rights until it does 
rule. 


One of tua clnef misfortunes to 


labor ia tbat it is without cap till and 
is not in a position to cure for ita in- 
ventions in its interest und in the in- 
terest of nmukiud that make progress, 
and because of the inability of labour 
to manage uud care for its inventions 
and discoveries, naked capital is called 
upon to piuoo its dlpsoveries ,iud in- 
ventions boforu the world. 


When c.ifitul Ims received H control 


of the reunite of geuiua and labor, they 
are largely uec'd by capital for ita op- 
pression. 
When labor has secured 


control ot government uud lias ffho- 
ceeded to ita direction in its interest, 
as capital is now directing government 
in its interest, there ia no cause that 
may not be removed to provide the 
means that will secure to labor a just 
share of Us earning?, and when snob 
provision bui been made rightfully in 
the interest of labor, the distance will 
be short that 
will Intervene be- 


tween its secured rights uud ita con- 
trol of capital provided by it for its 
uses. 


There is not a probable condition 


connected with labor that naked capi- 
tal is more exercised over than the 
control of capital by labor. Capital 
ID the hands of labor, directed and 
uoutrolled by it in aay form, is one of 


ttbe moving causes tbat stimulates 
capital to keep labor dependent opon
